Shouting “Where’s the mon­ 
ey ? Let's have the money,” five 
men burst into the office of the 
New England Grass Hoots Or­

opened fire with pistols and left 
three dead and two seriously 
wounded. 
One of the victims was Guido 
St. Laurent, 38, blind founder of 
a Negro self-help organization, 
known by the acronym NEGRO. 
His sightless white wife, the

DETROIT (AP) — Men who 
become prominent in their ca-| 
reers tend to outlive the aver­ 
age man, a statistical study sug­ 
gests. 
Scientists 
and 
clergymen 
come off best in this particular 
longevity m easurement. 
“Men of letters” rank lowest 
on this same totem pole, but 
still ahead of average. 
In this subgrouping, “corre­ 
spondents and editors” seem to 
be outlived by their readers by 
a large margin. 
The longevity study was de­ 
scribed Wednesday to the Amer­ 
ican Public Health Association 
by Jules V. Quint and Blanca R. 
Cody, statisticians of the Metro­ 
politan Life Insurance Co., New 
York City. 
Using the 1950-51 edition of 
“Who’s Who in Am erica” they 
selected a sam ple of 6,329 dis­ 
tinguished professional and busi­ 
ness men. 
They checked how many had 
died and when during the next 
12 years, and compared this 
with death rates among white 
men in the general population 
who had been of the sam e ages 
back in 1950. 
Overall, they said, the m ortal­ 
ity of “Who’s Who” men who 
were over age 45 in 1950 was 30 
per cent less than that of the 
general population. 
’Die greatest difference was 
found between ages 50 and 59. 
“This contradicts the belief in 
some quarters that the m erci­ 
lessness with which men drive 
themselves during their forties

Electoral College 


Unless Americans are political hokrodders 
at heart, delightng in roaring full-tilt toward an 
electoral collision just for the thrill of seeing 
how narrowly they can miss it, or unless the 
public memory is even shorter than cynics claim 
it is, 1968 will be the last year in which the United 
States elected its chief executive by the archaic 
Electoral College method. 
Speculation about what could have happened 
had neither Richard Nixon nor Hubert Humphrey 
attained the magic number of 270 electoral votes 
remains, happily, speculation. 
The nation has been spared, by a squeak of 
eood luck, the ordeal of waiting months to learn 
who would be the next president. It will not have 
to witness any spectacle of partisan wheeling and 
dealing, either in the Electoral College or the 
House of Representatives. It will not undergo 
the crisis of confidence that could very well have 
been brought about by such an eventuality. 


But one thing is not a matter of speculation 
but of certainty. Had the election been thrown 
into the House of Representatives, and even had 
there been a prompt, orderly vote, the tens of 
millions of American voters who cast their bal­ 
lots for a president on Nov. 5 would have had 
no say at all in his final choice on Jan. 6. 
Consider only one ridiculous ramification: 
The five smallest states have but one rep­ 
resentative each — Alaska, Delaware, Nevada, 
\ ermont and Wyoming. Yet the five men repre­ 
senting these states, whose combined population 
is less than one-hundredth of the total U. S. 
population, would have cost one-tenth of the bal­ 
lots for president. 
Conversely, some of the largest states — 
minds for instance — whose delegations will be 
evenly divided between Republicans and Demo­ 
crats in the new Congress, could conceivably have 
been deadlocked and have cast no vote at all. 


It will not do to blame it all on George Wal­ 
lace, who may or may not be around to throw 
the same scare into the populace f o u r years 
hence. As long as the Electoral College system 
remains, a deadlock can occur in any future presi­ 
dential election, even when there are only two 
major candidates. 
The best argument for the system has been 
that the lopsided electoral vote that usually ac­ 
crues to the winner somehow legitimatizes a 
close popular vote. It reconciles the nation to a 
president who may have been elected by a bare 
majority, or by an actual minority. 
The argument is not convincing in 1968. 
The American people are surely mature enough 
to abide by a popular vote decision, no matter 
how’ narrow’. The possibility that they are not 
is a far more remote danger than the possibility 
that the nation will some year wake up to find 
itself in an electoral limbo the day after a presi­ 
dential election. 
A constitutional amendment, either abolish­ 
ing the Electoral College outright or revising it 
so that it accurately reflects the will of the peo­ 
ple, must be one of the first orders of business 
for the 91st Congress.

Pollution To Stay; Query: 
How Much Is Tolerable? 


Fourteen U. S. companies entered the circle 
of billion-dollar corporations last year, reports 
New’s Front magazine. Four others dropped out, 
making a grand total of 106 members in Ameri­ 
can industry’s most exclusive club. 
They ranged from gigantic General Motors, 
with sales of $20,026 billion, down to B. F. Good­ 
rich, with $1,006 billion. The only company re­ 
motely approaching GM in the manufacturing 
category was Standard Oil of New' Jersey with 
1967 sales of $14,409 billion. 
Making up the rest of the IO biggest manu­ 
facturing corporations were Ford, GE, Mobil Oil, 
Chrysler, IBM, Texaco, Gulf Oil and U. S. Steel. 
Leader of the top IO in the nonmanufactur­ 
ing category was AT&T, with sales of $13,009 
billion, followed at considerable distance by Sears 
Roebuck, A & P, Safeway Stores, Kroger, J. C. 
Penney, Penn Central, Montgomery Ward, Fed­ 
erated Department Stores and F. W. Woolworth. 
All told, the 106 firms did more than $276 
billion in business in 1967, or something like a 
third of the entire Gross National Product. 
Capitalism is not on its last legs in America. 


Can 
Michigan 
waters 
be 
cleaned up? 
“Not easily and not cheaply,” 
says Dr. NUes R. Kevern, as­ 
sistant director of the Institute 
of W ater Resources at Michigan 
State University. “We do not 
have a magic wand to 
make 
wastes disappear.’* 
“It has taken years to pol­ 
lute M ichigan w aters and it 
will take considerable time to 
clean them up,” Dr. Kevern 
says. 
“If 
we 
want 
clean 
w ater badly enough, then we 
can afford the price to get it,” 
However, he warns, the ques­ 
tion is becoming more a m at­ 
ter of how polluted we w ant 
our water, rath er than w hether 
or not we w ant it polluted. 
‘“The day of the crystal clear 
stream if approaching extinc­ 
tion,” Dr. Kevern says. “But 
we still have a few streams of 
m ountain stream quality. 
We 
m ust m aintain these and con­ 
tinue to im prove the others.” 
We may not turn open sew­ 
ers beck into m ountain streams, 
Dr. Kevern points out, but we 
owe it to our health and the 
health 
of 
future 
generation* 
to clean up the stream s as best 
we can. 
“The 
least w e can do is 
provide good secondary’ treat­ 
m ent for our 
waste 
water,” 
Dr. Kevern says. 
Secondary treatm ent is th* 


rem oval of solids and other 
m aterial. This m aterial bum s 
up oxygen in receiving stream s, 
killing fish and other w ater 
life. 
“If we w ant cte«yr stream s, 
then we will have to go even 
beyond 
secondary 
to 
third 
stage treatm ent,” Dr. Kevern 
says. 
The third 
stage 
treatm ent 
could remove a high percent­ 
age of the 
pi losp horns 
and 
much of the nitrogen contained 
in sewage. 
Some towns and cities do 
not have decent sewage treat­ 
ment. Their raw sewage pours 
into the rivers, the MSU scient­ 
ist says. 
“Few 
sewage 
treatm ent 
plants do the job completely,” 
Dr, Kevern points out. “Th# 
design of moat sewage treat­ 
m ent plants is a relic of th# 
’20s and ’30s.” 
As a result, sewage plant ef­ 
fluent with its contam ination 
flows down stream . 
Already 
bad effects from sewage pol­ 
lution are appearing in Lake 
Michigan, 
Dr. K evern notes. 
He reports that the mouths of 
stream s emptying 
into Lake 
Michigan are beginning to pay 
the price of 
pollution. 
They 
are getting wormy. 
“We see increasing popula­ 
tions of blood worms at the 
mouths of 
stream s 
entering 


Lake Michigan,” Dr. Kevern 
says. “The 
worm ’s 
predators 
are declining in num bers since 
they cannot tolerate the condi­ 
tions of pollution.”

W hat a grave 
responsibility it is. Let’s look 
at the teachers.

Of course, practically all of 
tis ar# teacher* sometime in 
our lives. Certainly parents are 
teachers. They are the first of 
all 
the

have, and the w ork they do is 
so 
im portant 
to 
what 
the 
schools will try to do in later 
years. Very often the ground­ 
work is laid during those first 
years for the Conversion of the 
child from the mere pupil to 
the real student 
as 
discussed 
yesterday. 
Many of us are teachers in 
the process of our daily work, 
showing and instructing ethers 
in how to do things. 
But the teacher* in whom we 
are interested at this time it the 
classroom teacher to whom we 
intrust the children of this com­ 
munity. 
In the first place, the teacher 
Is a hum an being with all the 
same strengths and weaknesses 
of any other person. Not too 
many years back this wasn’t 
thought to be 
true 
At 
th at 
time a woman teachers could 
not be 
m arried; 
no 
teacher 
could dare smoke or drink; con­ 
duct at all times was to be ex­ 
emplary. This could 
still 
be 
goaI towards which we could 
strive, but it wouldn’t be real­ 
istic. 
There are no more perfect 
beings among th# 
ranks 
of 


teachers than there are in any 
other group of individuals. 
As has been said before, we 
have become pretty well con­ 
vinced of the individual dif­ 
ferences of children. We know 
they differ and we know we 
m ust have different expecta­ 
tions regarding them. However, 
we forget that teachers, as are 
all other adults, are m atured 
children, still maintaining their 
individual differences. In fact, 
as we grow older, it seems that 
the individual differences 
of 
adults 
become 
even greater. 
Adults just do a better job of 
covering them up and compen­ 
sating. 
As individuals, teachers dif­ 
fer in their interests and their 
abilities. Not all teachers are 
good at the sam e things. Not 
all teachers will attack prob­ 
lems 
in 
the 
same 
manner. 
Not #U teachers will use tile 
sam e methods and techniques. 
The important things in teach­ 
ing are to motivate the children 
to learn, to provide the tools 
for thii learning, and to set 
the proper example for learning. 
The classroom teachers 
in 
this community are profession­ 
al y 
trained 
people. 
Their 
background of knowledge, par­ 
ticularly in their own subject 
fields, is great. In addition, they 
have special learning 
in 
the 
areas of growth and develop­ 
m ent of children and in method* 
of instruction. 
W hat is a teacher? He Is a 
hum an being, a mem ber of a 
community, 
often 
a 
parent, 
having a special interest in the 
education of young people and 
being specially trained for tile 
purpose of accomplishing th at 
education.

NEW ROCHELLE, N.Y. fAP) 
— When 10-year-old Yoko Tatsu­ 
mi came to this country from 
Japan two years ago, she didn t 
speak a word cf English. Today, 
her English is fine. but she has 
to go to school to re-learn Japa­ 
nese. 
Yoko is one of more than 500 
Japanese children in the m etro­ 
politan area who attend special 
classes once a week to make 
sure they do not completely for­ 
get their native language. 
The classes, which began five 
years ago in Manhattan and 
spread 
to 
surrounding 
cities 
with substantial Japanese com­ 
munities, were set up by the 
M anhattan Nippon Club in re­ 
sponse to requests by Japanese 
families. 
Yoko, who is in the fifth 
grade, attends class every Sat­ 
urday at the Roosevelt School 
here along with 53 other chil­ 
dren.
